— only 12 per cent of which is arable 
and their race is increasing at the 
rate of 700,000 a year. 
“Japan has three possibilities be­ 
fore her. 
First, she can become an 
industrial nation, like England. 
But 
that will be difficult. 
England had 
coal and iron and was the originator 
of the modem industrial state. Japan 
has no great amount of iron, only a 
little coal and some copper. 
Her peo­ 
ple have little apttude for repetitive 
work—they make no two things ex­ 
actly alike. 
It would take consider­ 
able time to train efficient workmen 
and develop industries. 
And even 
then they probably could not com­ 
pete with England in similar lines. 
' Second. Japan could export sur­ 
plus population, although this would 
hardly relieve the present home situa­ 
tion.

MAINTAINING A SPEED DEPARTMENT. 


All summer the city of Xenia has maintained a patrolman 
with a motorcycle whose duty it is to enforce the state law rela- j 
five to the speed of automobiles, in this city. 
Many motorists j 
have been arrested, taken into police court and fined for viola-t 
tion of the law, and perhaps in some cases this is as it should be., 
Nevertheless there are extenuating circumstances in many cases, j 
and strict enforcement of the law without due regard for them 
must inevitably bring criticism on the local authorities, and the- 
all-too apparent charge that the department is being run for 
“revenue.” 
The motorists from the larger cities are prone to break the 
speed law, not out of deliberate intent, but rather because of the 
fact that they are accustomed to faster driving in the cities 
from which tney come, 
t he larger tne cit}. tne laster the driv­ 
ing between intersections, and the out of town motorist is ob­ 
viously apt to follow his customs, unmindful of the fact that there 
are no traffic policemen at street corners to guard public safety. 
A. warning in his case with the explanation that the state 
law is enforced ought to be quite as effective 
as a fine, 
and 
courteous treatment at the hands ol local officials Kill send hun 
away a booster instead of a knocker. 
Let him at the same time 
know that a second offense will entail punishment. 
As to the local motorist—give him the limit. 
He knows the 
local situation and needs no warning. Un the other hand there are 
some traffic laws unfamiliar to our own people. 
For instance 
recently, a local man was arrested and charged with driving about 
town without lights. On the face ol it, hers was a distinct break­ 
ing of the law, and should be punished. 
But the fact of the mat­ 
ter was that the man had driven but a square or two without 
lights, had done so unwittingly, and so far as he or other citizens 
knew, there had been no previous attempt to prosecute similar 
cases. Nevertheless he was fined. In this case ii is an open ques­ 
tion of whether a reprimand would not have had the desired ef­ 
fect, and again leads to the query “is the department being run 
for revenue.”
